SOAPALLUSION NOT BORNO’S 


President Did Not Say “Lindbergh” 
Might Mean Product to Haitians.

United States. 
, ‘This concerned the effort which is 
being .made to have the Conference 
condemn the intervention of the 
United States in Nicaragua through 
the indireet but mevertheless siz- 
nificant method of declaring as a flat 
Principle of international law that 
no nation may intervene in the in- 
ternal affairs of another. 

In that subcommittee, of which 
Mr, Hughes is Chairman, are repre- 
sentatives of Argentina, Mexico and 
Salvador, the nations whose dele 
ations in the Conference have shown 
a disposition to be critical of the 
Washington Government. By some 
their attitude is construed as a di- 
rect manifestation of unfriendliness, 
‘here has been no occasion when any

on. 

The work of the subcommittee cen- 
tres in a report made to the Com- 
mittee on Public International Law 
by Victor Maurtua of’ Peru. This 
report rejected a proposed rule of 
international law condemning inter- 
vention and substituted rules pre- 
5 de by the American Institute of 

ternational Law twelve years ago. 

In effect, these rules, while sanc- 
tioning the prinaivte that a nation 
has the right to independence of 
outside interference in its affairs, 
declared that a nation has duties to 
observe and indicated that to give 
itself immunity from outside inter- 
—— a nation must live up to 
hese duties. 


No Progress in Two Sessions. 


There were two meetings of the 
subcommittee today. The first 
lasted about an hour; the second, 
held synchronously with the plenary 
session, consumed more than three 
hours. There will be another meet- 
ing Thursday and in the meantime 
efforts will continue through indi- 
vidual conferences to bring the di- 
vergent committeemen into har- 
mony. 

When the subcommittee met this 
morning Mr. Hughes moved that the 
Maurtua report be taken up as a 
basis for discussion. * Immediate 
objection came from Dr. Gustavo 
Guerrero, Foreign Minister of Sal- 
vador, who has been foremost in 
the effort to repudiate Uncle Sam’s 
Latin-American intervention policy.

Reviews . Cuba’s Relations With 
Washington in Reply to Critics. 


HAVANA, Feb.. 7. *).—General 
Gerardo Machado, President of the 
Cuban Republic, took occasion today 
to. reply to the critics of United 
States policies.

STRASBOURG, Jan. 27.—As‘a re- 
ult of the recent arrest of leaders 
of the “autonomy”? Movement, three 
cubic meters of documents seized at 
the same time are now being sorted 
and studied in the office of the Pro- 
cureur Generalat Colmar. Not until 
this work is finished will the date be 
set’ for the trials. 
All these documents are. written in 
German, but it should be’ stated at 
the outset that nothing has yet been 
discovered in the form ‘of seditious 
propaganda that can be directly 
traced to the German Government. 
Much of it, however, entering’ via 
the Swiss .route, shows. traces of 
prominent German sociéties, such as 
the German Defense League, estab- 
lished in Berlin in 1920. 
Probably the most important docu- 
ment that has as yet passed under 
the scrutiny of the French officials 
is the secret report issued by the 
German Government in 1917, but 
that has now penetrated Alsace by 
one of the numerous allegedly inde- 
pendent organizations. This report, 
issued at the height of the World 
War, declares in effect that twenty 
years thence—that is, in 1937—the 
Fatherland would come to the end 
of its resources in iron, and, there- 
fore, the absolute necéssity that the 
Fatherland should retain either Al- 
sace or the Basin de Briey. 


“Spirit of Potsdam’’ Is Seen. 


Where iron is, there is the Father- 
land, is the German maxim, and the 
celebrated Basin de Briey, forming 
as it did a portion of the battle- 
front, has caused scandals even in 
the French Chamber of Deputies, 
the allegations being that on account 
of the fusing of German and French 
iron.imterests this battle sector was 
never active, owing to a desire that 
nothing valuable there should be 
destroyed. 

The French authorities are greatly 
desirous that nothing in the present 
investigation shall create an inter- 
national situation, despite the fact 
that what they term ‘“‘the spirit of 
Potsdam”’ is revealed in many of the 
-Ppapers. 

Nevertheless, it is recalled that 
already at Geneva, following a re- 
union of the German Defense e 
at Muenster, Aristide Briand, the 
French Foreign Minister; was forced 
to call the attention of Dr. Gustav 
Stresemann, the German Forei 
Minister, to certain utterances indi- 
cating that German plans for re- 
venge were directed toward Alsace. 

It is further pointed out that a 
high official of this organization, 
then at Muenster, now holds a con- 
sular position in-a Swiss city where 
it is comparatively easy to serve as a 
go-between with malcontents. across 
the Alsace frontier. 


Previous Discontent in Alsace. 


Why, aside from the fact that 
Alsace is frontier territory handed 
from one contro] to another, should 
it be considered a ripe field for sedi- 
tion? This ig mot the first time in 
history that Alsace has been con- 
sidered a centre of discontent—and 
for largely the same reason that a 
certain amount of discontent exists 
there today. During the Revolution 
St. Just went on a special mission to 
Alsace—to hold the clergy in line. 

Several years ago France decided 
that. the place of the clergy was in 
the churches and not on the political 
rostrum. Then followed the famous 
separation of Church and State, and 
= ee end of the concordat estab- 

ished by Napoleon for the avowed 
anti of keeping the clergy — 
— he wanted them—that 
own. 

Napoleon, however, got on Well 
with the Alsatians. At the Battle of 
Jena one of his officers, pointing at 
the Alsatian soldiery, asked: 

Mho are. these rough-looking fel- 


lows who..sveak.a language none 
understands?’’ 

The Emperor explained, that their 
dialect — probably Germanic, but 
he. continued:

Racing was an ¢stablished sport (or industry) when 
baseball was a back-lot game, when tennis was prac- 
tically unknown, when college football was in ite in- 
fancy. »But these other sports. have. moved forward 
and are now in the “big business’’ class themselves. 
There are tennis and golf clubs all over the country. 
There are big football stadia on the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific coasts, and in between. Big league baseball is a 
$50,000,000 proposition: Perhaps more than that. One 
prixefight last year drew more than $2,000,000 at the 
gate.

STALIN AND THE PEASANTS. 


At present, Mr. DURANTY writes 
from Moscow, there are no signs of 
the swing to the Right in Soviet 
internal policy which the outside 
world has been predicting as a result 
of the downfall of Trotsky. If any- 


. | thing, the victorious Stalin régime is 


by way of taking over part of the 
program of the defeated Opposition. 
In. TRoTsKyY’s indictment of STALIN 
the chief count was that the latter 
has been altogether too tender with 
the well-to-do peasants. Now Mos- 
cow talks of cutting down taxes on 


|the poorer elements in the village 


and raising taxes on the richer peas- 
ants. In the electoral campaign now 
under way the Government is ex- 
pected to line up with the poorer and 
“middie” -peasants for the purpose 
of eliminating the richer villagers 
from the local and district Soviet 
councils. ‘This is a development pre- 
dicted"In Mr. DURANTY’s earlier. dis- 
patches. There it was pointed out 
that tactical considerations would 
make themselves felt. Having ousted 
the irreconcilable Trotsky, the Sta- 
linites would find it expedient for 
some time to show that they are not 
reactionaries, but just as Red as the 
crushed Opposition. 

For the permanent orientation of 
internal policy after TROTSKY we 
must wait, according to Mr. DURAN- 
Ty, until the Spring sowing is over. 
The Russian peasant casts his most 
emphatic vote not with the ballot. but 
with his plow. In 1921 LENIN him- 
self was forced to surrender to the 
peasants by a great planting strike. 
The dreadful famine of 1921-22 was 
not entirely due to drought and other 
natural causes. In large measure it 
was the result of fields left untilled 
by the peasants in exasperated pro- 
test against Communist methods, in- 
cluding the forcible requisition of 
grain. The mujik did not hesitate to 
commit suicide on a large scale in 
order to punish his new masters at 
Moscow. There is apprehension that 
he may be driven to try it again.. Mos- 
cow has had a bad fright over the 
collapse of the grain-collecting pro- 
gram immediately after the harvest 
of last Fall. Only of late has there 
been an improvement. -One reason 
may. be that. the disappearance of 
TROTSKY and with him presumably 
his anti-peasant program has had a 
good effect on the village temper. 

The present’ swing to the Left; 
therefore, will proceed cautiously. If 
the Spring sowing is up to normal 
and the Soviet Government is not 
confronted with another famine boy- 
cott, it will keep on moving Left— 
that is to say, it will press down on 
the peasant. If the peasant asserts 
himself, STALIN will yield. Since the 
history of Russia in the last half 
dozen years has been~a steady 
growth of peasant pressure, the ulti- 
mate chances would seem to be in 
favor of Russia’s marching Right.

RECONQUERING CANAAN. 


The archaeologist is repossessing 
the Promised Land. The forces of 


Dr. BREASTED of the University of 
Chicago are encamped at Armaged- 
don, or Megiddo, which has wit- 
nessed many battles and was se- 
lected as the site of the last great 
struggle as described in the Book of 
Revelation. The University of Penn- 
sylvania is excavating, at the fur- 
ther corner of the same plain of 
Esdraelon, the six cities of Beisan 
built one upon the ruins of another. 
Dr. Babe of the Pacific School of 
Religion has found a walled city at 
Mizpah, where the prophet SAMUEL 
gathered all Israel, a few miles 
north of Jerusalem. The American 
School of Oriental Research has be- 
gun operations a little further north 
at the site of ancient Bethel, where 
JAcos had his vision of the ladder 
and the ascending and descending 
angels. The Jewish Exploration So- 
ciety has:undertaken excavations in 
the Holy City itself and at other 
sites where the Ark of the Covenant 
once stood in the days when it dwelt 
in curtains. Even these are by no 
means all. ‘Yale University is’ plan- 
ning to recover what is left of the 
ancient Jerash beyond Jordan, a 
region into which ABDULLAH is in- 
viting American archaeologists. Yes- 
terday’s TIMEs contained.a report of 
still another. archaeological: adven- 
ture in the course of which Pro- 
fessor GERSTANG has recaptured the 
fortified city of Hazor which JoSHUA 
captured nearly 3,400 years ago.

These efforts to recover the past 
of the Promised Land have no utility 
save that it is useful to minister to 
the desire of the human mind to 
know by what way it has come to 
its. present outlook upon the uni- 
verse and the life in it. To find the 
verification of the incidents in the 
song of DEBORAH, as Professor 
GERSTANG has done, makes more 
real and terrible the vengeance of a 
civilization which looked upon war 
as a righteous instrument of na- 
tional policy. The sonorous muster 
roll becomes.a historical document 
of praise and contumely. The princes 
of Issachar were of those who came 
to the help of the Lord against the 
mighty. The men of Zebulon jeop- 
ardized their lives ynto death. But 
REUBEN, though he had searchings 
of heart, in the end was a “slacker,” 
along with GILEAD, who remained be- 
yond Jordan, and ASHER, who abode 
by his creeks... JAEL, who drove the 
nail through SIseRA’s temples, is 
praised “ above .women,” and Sis- 
ERA’S mother cries in vain through 
the lattice down the thousands of 
years.

Whether these computations, being 
based on wholesale prices, gave an 
accurate picture of the change in rée- 
tail prices and ordinary cost of living 
has been doubted. They took no ac- 
count of increased house rent; for 
instance, or of the additional higher 
price of. necessities. caused; by the 
larger outlay which the retail dealer 
himself had to meet for rent, trans- 


own accounts, that present living 
costs are more, than 50 per cent. 
above 1913. 

Statistics of average living costs, 
and even of retail prices, have been 
imperfect: ‘The United States Bu- 
reau of Labor made a calculation, in 
its report of last August, which took 
into account some of the considera- 
tions usually overlooked. It reckoned 
actual cost of living in the United 
States to have risen 74.4 per cent. 
above 1913 in December, 1918, and 
1164 in June, 1920, and to have been 
73.4 above the pre-war level in the 
middle of 1927. Now comes a con- 
firmatory computation by the New 
York Federal Reserve Bank. Its 
February bulletin checks the whole- 
sale commodity average with such 
items as rent, transportation costs, 
composite wages, “‘ other cost-of-liv- 
ing items” and even prices of se- 
curities, thereby reaching the con- 
clusion that the present: average 
level of prices is 73 per cent., above 
that of 1913. 

While the bank’s | statisticians 
merely describe their index as “a 
“ better measure of the general level 
“of prices which actually governs 
“business transactions,” the inclu- 
sion of these new factors of varia- 
tion ought to get nearer the truth. 
It is not altogether clear, however, 
why the new calculation should in- 
clude average prices. of securities. 
One may doubt if either the “ gen- 
eral level of prices” in the usual 
sense, or the average cost of. living, 
can be reckoned more accurately by 
allowing for the higher prices even 
of investment bonds. If it be an- 
swered that a net yield of 4 per cent. 
on an individual investment, instead 
of a previous 5 per cent., means that 
the burden of meeting household ex- 
penses has become greater for the 
thrifty citizen through the smaller 
income on his savings, it would then 
be necessary to compare also the 
earnings or salary derived from his 
occupation. 

Some day, perhaps, a thorough- 
going calculation will be undertaken 
of the present net excess of income 
over expenditure with the average 
citizen, as compared with 1913. We 
have some. basis for such comparison 
in the matter of workingmen’s 
wages; its indication is that, greatly 
as average prices have advanced, 
wages have risen much more consid- 
erably. But the status of what used 
to be called the “neglected middle 
class” still remains in the dark.

JUSTICE TO: DISABLED EMERG- 
ENCY OFFICERS. 


The bill for the relief of disabled 
emergency officers of the army has 
twice passed the Senate. Recently 
it was reported to the House of Rep- 
resentatives with only one vote in 
the negative. There seems to be no 
reason why it should not be taken 
up and put on passage. Why the 
delay? ‘Such legislation would be 
an act of justice to meritorious of- 
ficers who led American troops in 
France and who are 30 per cent. or 
more disabled. Regular army of- 
ficers in the same condition have 
been retired and are receiving 75 
per cent. of the pay of their rank. 
In a report on the bill made on Jan. 
23, Senator TYSON said: 

There were nine classes of of- 
ficers who fought in the World 
War. These were the regular, pro- 
visional and emergency officers of 
the army, navy and Marine Corps. 
Hight. of these nine classes of 
officers have been retired by the 
Congress for wounds and disabili- 
ties resulting from their World 
War services. The only officers for 
whom the Congress has failed to 
provide retirement are the disabled, 
emergency army officers. 

‘The Selective Service act. of May, 
1917, put all officers and men not 
of the regular army on the same 
footing as regards pay, allowances 
and pensions with officers and men 
of the regular army. ‘There should 
be no discrimination against the 
emergency officers. - But for al- 
most eight years’ there has been 
a discrimination. Why should a 
regular army officer, retired for 
wounds aid physical disability, .re- 
ceive a substantial pension and the 
emergency officer be deprived of it?

MACAULAY REMNANTS. 
‘TREVELYAN’S life of MACAULAY, 
which now. must be, fifty years old, 
remains one of the most delightful 
and stimulating biographies ever 
written, It has opened the eyes and 
aspirations of thotsands of young: 
men to the appeal of the intellectual 
life, and it is to be hoped will long 
continue to do so. Sir GeorcE OTTO 
TREVELYAN had a wealth of material 
from which to make his selections, 
and a good deal of it which he did 
not use has lately been ‘presented 
to the library of Trinity College, 
Cambridge. A correspondent of The 
London Times recently has been go- 
ing over this, and writes entertain- 
ingly of the vivid and characteristic 
quality of some of these Macaulay 
scraps. Here for example is a letter 
written from Clifton in 1851: 
Carrie is here: undergoing a 
water cure: I have not seen him 
yet. But his water doctor said to 
S. the other day, ‘‘ You wonder at 
**his eccentric opinions and _ style. 
“It is all stomach. I’shall set him 
“‘to rights. He will go away quite 
‘‘a different person.’’ If he goes 
away writing: common. sense in 
good English, I shall declare myself 
a convert to hvdropathy. 
The new volume about CARLYLE, 
“At His Zenith,” shows plainly 
enough that MACAULAY and CARLYLE 
did not hit it off very well. Perhaps 
neither fully understood the other. 
Their radically different views about 
BOSWELL reveal two temperaments, 
or attitudes, quite irreconcilable. 
And one would suppose that MAcAU- 
LAY must have been aware by 1851 
that there could be-no changing, by 
cure either of stomach or of brain, 
in that “ Carlylese” which had been 
an established mannerism for thirty 
years. 
In the Macaulay remnants at 
Cambridge are bits of verse, hasty 
translations from the classics, jokes, 
rough criticisms, essays in the bal- 
lad. form, and. so on.. _MACAULAY’S 
relations to children were always 
charming. One of his letters re- 
ferred to the fact that little ALICE 
TREVELYAN . had written him about 
“SARDANAPALUS and the terrible 
“spectacle of the fire in which he 
“ and his capital perished.” MACAU- 
LAY,.in acknowledgment, sent to her 
a “most edifying moral song.” This 
has been preserved, The last stanza 
runs as follows: 
From this sad warning let us learn 
To quit our sins and follies, 

To mind our music and our French, 
And put away our dollies. 

For if our lives we do not mind, 
How little ‘twill avail us 

To have beheld the awful end 
Of poor SARDANAPALUS.

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To Improve the Civil Service. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

As a civil. sefvice employe in tho Federal 
service for twelve years, may I offer a 
suggestion to the various. committees which 
are heard of from time to time to be in- 
vestigating conditions surrounding the civil 
service personnel? 

Under present conditions, an individual is 
appointed at a salary at which he may re- 
main forever if in the interests of economy 
it is deemed practical. Many Government 
offices. are demoralized at present largely 
because of the lack of encouragement shown 
by the various executive departments of the 
Government in the matter of salary :in- 
creases. 

Why not fix grades for the various classes 
of employes in the Federal service as now 
exists in the municipal civil servicé, each 


grade to have ratings with increments of a a 


fixed amount, and with automatic salary in- 
creases applicable. to. the next higher rating 
in the class in which.an employe is al- 
located?, An employe would become eligible 
to take an examination for promotion to thé 
next higher grade after he reached the 
maximum salary and served the required 
time in the lower grade. Promotion ex- 
aminations would be based on the duties of 
the position and a general knowledge of the 
fundamentals and could be held at inter- 
vals.

The report on last year’s expansion 
of national bank loans will naturally 
be read in the light of current state- 
ments for banks in the Federal Re- 
serve.
